When a tablespo o n o f gly cerine, 
such as is used o n the hands, is 
added to the last rinse water fo r 
blankets,

Many spo ts o n garments can be 
remo v ed by rubbing gently o n tha 
spo t with the same material at 
the spo t is o n. This is especially 
effectiv e if do ne when the stain it 
fresh.
